5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claim 1 1 , upon further consideration (per applicant's remarks/arguments), the prior art 
does not teach or suggest a connector for through-wall connection comprising a 
pivotable actuation wedge connected as a single piece to the locking element, the 
actuation wedge is configured to pivot so as to press the clamp parts respectively 
against the upper and lower inner edges of the through opening, in combination with the 
other limitations of the claim.

Regarding claim 24, upon further consideration (per applicant's 
remarks/arguments), the prior art does not teach or suggest a connector for through- 
wall connection comprising a pivotable actuation wedge connected as a single piece to 
the locking element, a first surface of the actuation wedge and a second surface of a 
side of the clamp part facing the actuation wedge each include a respective slip safety 
device, in combination with the other limitations of the claim. 

Regarding claim 30, upon further consideration (per applicant's 
remarks/arguments), the prior art does not teach or suggest a connector for through- 
wall connection comprising a pivotable actuation wedge connected as a single piece to 
the locking element, a first surface of the actuation wedge is configured to press against 
a side of the clamp part facing the actuation wedge, in combination with the other 
limitations of the claim. 

Regarding claim 37, upon further consideration (per applicant's 
remarks/arguments), the prior art does not teach or suggest a connector for through- 
wall connection comprising a terminal element attached to a first of the plate-shaped 
contact housings; a first locking element attached to the terminal element; and a second 
locking element being attached to a second of the plate-shaped contact housings so as 
to be disposed at a variable distance from the first locking element, in combination with 
the other limitations of the claim.
